For such cases 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, however 
vigilant it may be, will provide no remedy. 
It is manifest that the question of secur- 
ing fair play for the Food Orders in 
country districts must engage the early 
attention of the Irish Food Control Com- 
mittee. We may assume, without being 
over-cynical, that, until some scheme is 
enforced for the fixing of retail prices, 
the Food Controller's mazimum will 
be also the minimum in many parts 
of the country. It is very desitable, how- 
ever, that, in the meanwhile, the humblest 
Irish peasant should have no excuse for 
ignorance of the fact that the marimum 
price is not necessarily the only price. 
The Control Committee should advise the 
Food Controller to compel retailers— 
especially in country districts—to give all 
necessary information to their customers. 
All prices should be exhibited by compul- 
sion both in shop-windows and inside the 
shops, with a statement that maximum 
prices are not necessarily minimum prices. 
The marking of prices on all packages of 
tea—a favéurite victim of the “ profiteer " 
—should be made compulsory. Above all, 
the punishment of “ profiteers ' should be 
prompt and drastic. When the first re- 
tailer who is found guilty of flagrant 
‘profiteering’ is sent tu prison for six 
months, with hard labour, the Irish public 
will begin really to appreciate its rights 


In the first place, the poorest 


the town-dwellers of Ireland were dis 
cussed yesterday at the Oonferetice of 
Munitipal Authorities in Limerick. Child 
welfare, upon which a paper Was read 
by the Town Clerk of Newry, is largely 
interwoven with the housing problem. 
No other large city in the United 
Kingdom is more keenly interested than 
Dublin in the early solution of, these 
two problems. — In several British cities 
the death-rate among young children has 
been reduced apprétiably in recent years. 
In Dublin, despite the efforts of many 
earnest reformers, no appreciable reduc- 
tion has been effected in the appalling 
infantile mortality. There is a State 
project for the creation, after the war, 
of one million houses for the working 
classes of the United Kingdom, and in 
this Ireland generally, and Dublin. par- 
ticularly, have good claims for special con- 
sideration, Few, if any, cities in the 
Three Kingdoms enjoy such favourable 
natural surroundings as Dublin, but, on 
the other hand, no city compares with it 
in the number of its tottering rookeries. 
In the great English industrial centres 
the sickly condition of young children and 
the excessive infantile mortality are attri- 


buted by some authorities to the employ- 


ment of mothers in factories. In Dublin 
there are comparatively few women 
workers. The treatment of sickly children 
in workhouse hospitals is unsatisfactory 
because of the liability of the trans- 
mission of bronchitis or epidemic 
diarrhea from one child to another, and 
because of the lack of proper nursing. 
Tt has been found that illegitimate 
children whose mothers are compelled to 
remain in care of them in the workhouse 
thrive much better than “deserted and 
motherless infants. The whole question 
of the care of the young, with the object 
of saving infant life, demands, now more 
than ever, the earnest attention of every 
patriotic man and woman; for, in Lord 
Wimborne’s words, “the healthy condi- 
tions of urban life are the bedrock of con-

The procession downstairs was 
repeated, and this time the compulsory 
vigil was still longer maintained, for it 
was nearly two o'clock before the house- 
hold again sought their beds. 


The enemy s object in making these re- 
peated raids is, presumably, to break down 
our moral, for, except by an unfortunate 
aceident, as at Chatham on Monday night, 
he is not likely to do much military 
damage by this promiscuous bombing.

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The Threat to Petrograd. 


The Germans are in Riga, and we must 
contemplate seriously the possibility of an 
attempt to reach Petrograd. We are told 
that the fall of Riga was not unexpected 
in Russia, and that ample provision has. 
been made for the defence of every mile 
of every possible route to the capital. 
Unfortunately, some similar assurances in 
the past have not been fulfilled. The late 
Commander-in-Chief of the Russian Navy, 
Admiral von Essen, did wonders in the 
defence of the Gulf of Riga; but that was 
in 1915. His successor, Admiral Kanin, 
always maintained that the Russian Fleet 
in the Baltic was the continuation of the 
extreme right flank of the Army. Of the 
Fleet, nowever, we have heard little or 
nothing lately, and it would be idle to 
speculate. The political changes affected 
this branch of the Service even more than 
the Army. The Russian Army which was 
in the Riga region is said to have retreated 
to strong positions, and inay be able to 
hold the on-coming German divisions until 
the defence behind the front line has been 
made reasonably secure. In the meéan- 
while we must try to share the fairly 
hopeful feeling which seems to prevail in 
Russia. One military authority states that 
it will be almost impossible for the Ger- 
mans to get to Petrograd this year, even 
if the defence be weak. In about a fort- 
night from now the rainy season will 
begin, and the roads between Riga and 
Petrograd will become virtually impassable, 
The route to Petrograd is defended not only 
by the line of the Dvina, but by a strong 
position which is formed by the lake 
system of the Psof region. In this 
region, according to Colone} Shumsky, the 
Russian defences are “impenetrable.”

Ireland and Food Control. 


The value of the new Food Orders to 
the Irish people will depend altogether on 
2 the manner of their administration. The 
7 Orders are even more necessary in this 
country than in Great Britain, where the 
high cost of living is mitigated, to some 
extent, by the increased wages of all 
classes of’ war-workers, The very poor in 
Ireland have received little or no relief 
from war-work. We have a large middle 
class whose incomes have decreased, rather 
than increased, since the war began, while 
taxation and the cost of living have ad- 
vanced by leaps and bounds. To the 
majority of Irishmen and Irishwomen, 
therefore, the strict and successful ad- 
ministration of the Food Orders will be a 
matter of the first importance, It is 
unfortunate that the administrative 
system which has been designed for Great 
Britain is—up to the present, at any 
rate—more complete than the correspond- 
ing system in Ireland.

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ELPHIN DIOCESAN SYNOD. 


BISHOP ELLIOTT’S STIPEND 
SCHEME, 


The annual meeting of the Diocesan Synod of 
Elphin was held in Boyle yesterday, the Right 
Rev. Dr. W. R. Moore, Bishop of Kilmore, 
Elphin, and Ardagh, presiding over a large at- 
tendance. 

The President, in his address, dealt first with 
the scheme which the late Bishop Elliott in- 
augurated for the augmentation of stipends. 
The sum of which Bishop Elliott died possessed, 
and which was available for his scheme, would 
whe «ll the securities were realised, amount to 
£17,u. £18,000; but the scheme was not to 
come iw ‘tion until the fund amounted to 
£30,000 ‘al meetings of the Diocesan 
bas ‘held last », |, it was resolved to trans- 
fer from diocesan iuads a sufficient sum to 
make - the £30,000, and the Court of Chancery 
in July gave permission to the Representative 
Church Body to bring, the scheme into imme- 
diate operation on those transfers being made. 
That sum was io be treated as a capital sum, 
and only the interest to be used. The interest 
would amount to about £1,200 a year, and was 
te be employed in making grants to the endow- 
ments of parishes under certain conditions. The 
first of such grants could not be made until 
January, 1919. A parish, in order to claim a 
grant from the fund, must make up a sum 
a to the grant it claims, and a further part 

the scheme provided thet the dioceses must 
also, out of diocesan funds, make a grant vo the 
endowment. of the parish equal io the amount 
the parigh raised. Thus, if a parish raised £100 
it would receive £100 from the interest on 
£30,000, and another £100 from diocesan sources, 
and thus leave an endowment gf £500. This 
£500 would form a permanent addition to thie 
endowment of the parish, the interest on which 
would be annually added to the stipe nd. The 
Diocesan Council submitted for the approval of 
the Synod by-laws for the carrying out of the 
echeme, which had been drawn up by a 
Committee representing the three dioceses. 
interests of the poorer parishes had been care- 
fully safeguarded. It was felt by some that 
the scheme would only benefit’ the 
parishes: that it was only such parishes that 
would be able to raise the necessary p: irochial 
contribution. He was happy to be able to stat 
that he knew of at least four very poor parishes 
that had already considerable sums in hand in 
order to claim grants under the scheme. To his 
mind the scheme evinced in a remarkable way 
the wisdom and foresight, as well as the libe- 
rality of their late revered bishop.

NEW ORDER REGARDING 
ALLOWANCE. 
A Canadian Order in Council has been made 
whereby separation allowances will be granted 
bo Ww: of Canadian soldiers who marry after 
enlistment, irrespective of whether an engage- 
ment to marry existed prior to the soldier join- 
ing the forces. This Order is retroactive, and 
separation allowance will be paid from the date 
f marriage. Those therefore, who are 
already married, but under the old Order were 
ineligible for the aflowance, will now be en. 
titled to accumulated back pay. In order to 
obtain these -allowances permission to marry 
must be obtained from the soldier's command- 
jng officer, or, if the man is already married, 
he must secure the approval of his command- 
ing officer to his marriage; the wife must be 
of good character; the soldier must make an 
assignment of not less than 50 per cent of his 
pay to bis wife, and he must not he in receipt 
of a salary from the Dominion or any. of the 
Provincial Governments in addition to his mili- 
tary pay.
